MAS IT A TENDENCY TO CREATE 
BLUBBERY BEEF CATTLEY 


An Interesting Communication on the 
Subject from a Southwestern 
Alberta Ranchman. 


‘To many of your readers who have had 
convenience of attending the simmer 
shows of vedigrve stock, it must often 
have been matter of surprise to so many 
animals in the cow classes, developing 
large, loose, buinpy lumps of blubbery fat, 
chiefly shorthorns, yet not altogether con- 
fined to them, Some of the most ,improv- 
ed families of polls have shown a tendency 
in that direction, and it is well known to 
all who had experience of the carly and old 
fashioved polls, that their firm flesh and 
nicely rounded quarters and carcass, spoke 
anything but an indication to patchiness. 
Then the question will naturally arise: 
has the torcing system so prevalent among 
herds of the improved pattern, anything 
to do with this? And how much of the 
milking qualities of these herds have bee n 
sacrifieed in the race for ex aibition honors ? 
Where the production of beef hus been the 
chief end in view, it 1s not likely that 
milking qualittes of a high order will 
abound. 

Bat it 18 satisfactory to know that there 
are yet many herds whose intrinsic merits 
are yet intact. Where pampering in any 
sense has never got bold. There are many 
herds tracing back to the earliest records 
ef polled cattle and of unvuestionable pur- 
ity, whose owners have never si ~rificed the 
utility of their cows, nor ib- >reeding 
qualities of a single dnimal in this race 
after fame; who have jealousy watched 
over the high merits of the breed as pro- 
ducers of the finest quality of beef, a pro- 
property which should never be iost sigat 
of in pushing families to the front, Not- 
withstanding showyard honors, it might 
be wise for breeders of this type of improv - 
ed polls to pause and consider whether it 
be not possible to go too far in this line of 
improvement and lose sight of some of 
those very qualities which have placed the 
Aberdeen and Angus pollsin they position 
they now occupy. 

That “like producers like,” is an axiom 
of the breeders vacabulary, oft quoted, 
and, ‘‘as a good story may be told twice’’ 
I repeat it, And perhaps those very herds 
whose names have been left somewhat in 
the back ground may yet find their way 
and their place, when worth and utility 
find a place and the recognition in our 
showyards which they deserve, And it 
may be that they will furnish fresh and re- 
iwyigorating blood for those other herds 
which have shown an inclination to develop 
the square type of the shorthorn in place 
ef the rounded carcase of the poil, 

That an anima! with a covering of loos:- 
blubbery flesh is about the most worthless 
and unvaluable article a farmer can take to 
market many have found to their experi- 
ence. No butcher with any reputation to 
loose would dare to send such stuff to his 
customers. And it is weli for all going 
in for breeding to avoid all inclina- 
tion in that direction among their selec- 
tions. 

That the amount of good done for the 
development of our domestic breeds by 
both fat and breeding cows, is much in 
excess of the evils that may have followed 
in their trail, will be readily taken for 
granted—and, as one of tae most visible 
steps to give un impulse to the product.on 
of early beef, was the annihilation of th

No soft, foggy anim 
them, they must handle firm.as cheese all 
over; a good covering of useful meat, deep 
on the sirloin soast, with full, round, well 
packed quarters. And these are the ani- 
mals that supply the clubs and princely 
mansions of the west end with their 
Christmas beef, making invariably the 
highest price of the day, _ 

In the Lillyfour consignment (which in 
my last communication you made Lidley- 
four) which for many years topped the 
twndon market, the top lot often made an 
average of £50 per head, being composed 
ot picked animsls all polled and 4 years 
old, with tails sweeping the ground—that 
is 12 to 20 years ago, Few of this class of 
catile are now to be found, the northern 
consignments, being almost entirely com- 
posed of young cattie from 2 to 3 years. 
Prices also have undergone a change, £35 
being now considered a fair good average 
price for a top lot. One consignment of 2 
year old pure bred polled billocks aver- 
aged £35 per head last December. ‘Yhey 
were forwarded by a breeder who allows 
no indifferent animal a place in his breed- 
ing catalogue, and in ordinary times would 
have been sold for bulls, as culves or year- 
lings, but rather than accept the poor 
prices current for young busls during the 
past two seasons, Mr, Anderson resorted 
to a frec use of the knife, an example that 
might well be followed by many in these 
times of low prices, much to the benefit of 
the ureed, in weeding out hundreds of in- 
different animals from the breeding lists. 

For some yeurs past, a taste for young 
meat seems to have been gradually de- 
veloping, for it was a common remark 
among the large consinees of live stock 
twenty years ago that the two teeth were 
not in much favor with the London butch- 
ers. And such was the name of Mr, 
McUombie’s polls in those days, that Mr. 
Giblett, one of the oldest and perhaps the 
most experienced of the London live stock 
salesmen, once told me, that, although 
Mr. McCombie’s consignments were oniy 
a drop in the bucket in comparison with 
the foreign trade, yet he would sooner sell 
them free of commission than be without 
them, When the cattle opeciuls arrive 


with theie groaning loads of live beef. 
each salesman has his drover at the station 
to take charge of his consignments, Drov- 
ers don't travel with the cattle trains 
there, as is the rule in America, the vime 
and distances being much less. The Lon- 
don drovers are an old institution in the 
trade, and each of them employs a staff of 
men according to the size and number of 
the lots of cattle, which he is engaged to 
handle. The cattle are quietly driven 
from the railway station to the cattle shede 
and lairs in close proximity to the market 
stance. Kach live stock stock salesmen bo + 
sheds and stands on the market gro 
acoordirg to the amount of stock 
he ww in the way of handling, and the ecat- 
tle are carefully fed, watered and groom- 
ed by the drovers and their men, the ex- 
penses and the commission being deduet- 
ed off the selling price by the salesman

The first eruption recorded in history oc- |

chief, Spartacus. It was at this eruption 
that the cities of Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were buried mi tf ent of wind and ashes 
which was ejected, and that the elder Pliny 


was suffocated in the sulphurous vapor. Since | 


titat famous eruption Vesuvius has been an 
active volcano, and has been frequently in 
eruption, some sixty great and numerous
